“STILL CRAVING FRESH PRODUC 


A 72-year-old Elba man who 
was missing for over forty hours 
and was the cause of a massive 
manhunt, found his way out of a 
wooded area inside the city limits 
early Tuesday moming and was re- 
ported to be in good health, 

Patrick O'Riley, a resident of 
County Road 25, was reported 
missing by his wife at 4:40 p.m. on 
Sunday afternoon and during a rou- 
tine police patrol, the pickup truck 
owned by ORiley was discovered 
abandoned on Reddock Hill Road. 

The hood of the truck was open, 
leading authorities to believe that 
the driver of the vehicle may had 
encountered engine problems, 
while nothing was missing from in- 
side the truck. 

The Coffee County Sheriff's De- 

artment was notified of the miss- 

ing person following the discovery 
of the truck and under the leader- 
ship of Sheriff Brice Paul and 
members of the Elba Police Depart- 
ment, a manhunt was organized in 
an effort to search the heavily 
wooded area near where the truck 
was found. 

Taking part in the search effort 
were officers from the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Dept. and Elba Po- 
lice Dept., as well as members of 
the Elba Rescue Squad, Elba Fire 
Dept., Enterprise Rescue Squad, 
Civil Air-Patrol, Enterprise Ama- 
teur Radio Society, Air Support 
Units and Military Police from Ft. 
Rucker, the Georgia Canine Rescue 
Association and countless volun- 
teers. 

Search parties scoured _ the 
woods along Highway 84 East, 
along Brunson Hill, from 8:30 p.m. 
Sunday night until 1:30 a.m. Mon- 
day morning, and then returned to 
the search at 6:00 a.m. Monday 
morning and remained on the hunt 
until 10:00 p.m. Monday night. 

The search was still underway 
Tuesday morning when a motorist 
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notified the Elba Police Dept. that a 
man matching the description of 
the missing man had been seen 
walking along the highway on the 
Old Samson Road (County 25). 
When police arrived, O'Riley 
had been picked up by an employee 
of the City of Elba. He was then 
placed in a patrol car and transport- 
ed to the Elba General Hospital, 
suffering from numerous scratches 
and cuts, but in apparent good

Police officers at the scene re- 
ported that O'Riley was calm and 
happy to be found and stated the 
only thing the man asked for was 
"something to drink.” 

O'Riley told authorities he had 
wandered from the pickup and be- 
came lost in the woods. He said he 
walked for much of the two-days 
he was missing and finally found 
his way to the road.

Peanut Acreage In 
Nation Is Highest 
In Over 20 Years 


The United States peanut pro- 
ducers have planted the largest 
acreage of peanuts since 1958, ac- 
cording the the USDA's National 
Agricultural Statistics Service. The 
1989 estimates are 1.68 million 
acres, up 1 percent from a year ago. 
The 1958 acreage was 1.73 million. 

In the southeast, growers in- 
creases areas 2 percent over the 
1988 to 1.06 million, Alabama's ¢s- 
timate was set at 245 thousand, up 
3.3 percent. Georgia increased 10 
thousand acres to 700 thousand in 
1989, up 1.4 percent. Florida indi- 
cated a 2 thousand acre increase to 
100 thousand. 

The Virginia/Carolina arca_ in- 
crease was less than 1 percent, with 
South Carolina and Virginia in- 
creasing 1 thousands acres cach. 
North Carolina remained un- 


changed with 155 thousand acres, 

South Carolina at 14 thousand, and 

Virginia at 93 thousand acres. 
Oklahoma producers reduced 


1.6 Million Acres 


Conservation plans have been 
approved for 1,600,000 acres, or 97 
percent of Alabama's highly crodi- 
ble cropland needing plans, accord- 
ing to the U. S. Department of Ag- 
riculture. 

"It looks as if we will meet the 


acreage by the end of this year, 
Jesse Anderson, chairperson of the 
Coffee County Agricultural Stabili- 
zation and Conservation Commit- 
tee, said. 

Prouucers who farm highly 
erodible cropland must have an 
approved conservation plan by De- 
cember 31 to remain eligible for 
USDA programs. Those plans must 
be implemented by December 31, 
1994, he said. 

To date, highly crodible determi- 
nations have been made on 100 per- 
cent of Alabama's highly erodible 
acres, Farmers are currenuly imple- 
menting conservation plans on 16 
percent of these acres, according to 
the USDA. 

Anderson said if farmers have 
highly crodible acreage, they need 
to have conservation plans ap- 
proved by the end of this year. 
Also, they need to begin imple- 
menting in 1990, "The sooner farm- 
ers are actively applying their’ 
plans, the sooner they will be as- 
sured that they will retain cheir eli- 
gibility for USDA programs" the

Safety tips are important things for skiers to know 


Water skiing is a very popular 
sport. Warm weather nearby lakes 
and rivers make water skiing very 
attractive. However, many skiers 
and boaters are not aware of the 
hazards of this sport, and, as a re- 
sult, many people are hurt and even 
killed pursuing this hobby. 

To reduce the number of water 
skiing accidents. the Alabama Ma- 
rine Police offer these safety tips to 
follow: 

1. Never ski without an observer 
or wide angle rear view mirror in 


the boat. The observer is much bet- 
ter than a mirror. The driver can't 
watch the skier and where he is go- 
ing at the same time. 

2. The skier should raise the skis 
to warn other boaters when he has 
fallen. A brightly colored float near 
the ski rope handle will identify the 
end of the line. 

3. Wear a Coast Guard approved 
life preserver any time you ski. 
Non-approved ski belts are NOT 
recommended, hitting the water at 
25 MPH is an easy way to lose a 
ski belt or to be knocked uncon- 
scious. Your life preserver being 
worn will keep you afloat, head up, 
until you can be picked up. 

4. Never ski in rough water.

At this time all boats will re- 
quire a 1990 registration. Boat reg- 
istrations purchased during the con- 
version period (Oct. 1 - Dec, 31, 
1989) will expire in 1990 on the 
last day of the month preceding the 
month assigned for renewal. 

For instance a 1990 boat regis- 
tration purchased on Oct. 1, 1989, 
by a boat owner named "Mr. Ad- 
ams" would expire Dec. 31, 1990. 
A 1990 registration purchased by 
an owner named "Mrs, Zimmer- 
man" would expire Sept. 30, 1990. 

Boat regisgration for the year 
1991 will begin Jan. 1, 1990, All 
registrations due in Oct. and Nov. 
of 1989 will expire on Sept. 30, 
1989. 

The new system of boat registra- 
tion, arranged in monthly break- 
down based on the first letter of the 
boat owner's last name, will pro- 
vide a more convenient method, 
and will allow most registrants to 
take care of both boat and car regis- 
treation with one trip to the local 
county probate office or license co- 
missioner, according to Alabama 
Dept. of Conservation and Natural 
Resources. 

To effect the switch from the old 
system (formerly Oct. 1 - Nov. 15 
of each year) to the new system, all 
current 1989 Alabama boat regis- 
trations will expire on Sept. 30, 
1989, regardless of when they were 
purchased. 

Alabama boating laws require 
that all mechanically propelled ves- 
sels, all sailboats regardless of size, 
and all livery (rental) boats be reg- 
istered. Such boat registration cer- 
tificates are required to be on the 
vessel at all times during operation 
for inspection. 

Boat registration and transfer of 
ownership can be accomplished at 
county judge of probate offices, li- 
cense commissioenr offices, or Ma- 
rine Police headquarters in Mont- 
gomery. Boat dealers and rental 
boat operators must register wtih 
the Marine Police. 

The renewal month for boat re- 
igstration under the new system 
will be based on the first letter of 
the boat owner's last name, as indi- 
cated: 

January - A, D 

February - B 

March - C, E 

April - F, G, N 

May - H, O 

June, M, I 

July -P,L 

August - J, K,R 

September - Q, S, T 

October - U, V, W, X, Y, Z, 
boat dealers, rental boats, and boat 
manufacturers.

Boating deaths are 
related to alcohol 


More than half of the boating ac- 
cidents that result in death can be 
traced to alcohol use. Operating a 
boat while intoxicated is illegal and 
it is dangerous, warns the Alabama 
Marine Police. 

With each drink, a person's abili- 
ty to coordinate arm and leg move- 
ments is decreased. A drunken boat 
operator, like a drunken driver, has 
difficulty responding in an emer- 
gency situation. 

A loss of judgement is an early 
effect of drinking. After a drink or 
two, some people take more risks. 
A recreational boat is no place for a 
dare devil, says the Marine Police. 

The person with alcohol in his 
blood is unable to scan the environ- 
ment when operating a boat. The 
drinking person fixes his attention 
straight ahead when operating a 
boat or car. He is unaware of activi- 
ty on either side. 

The Marine Police Division sug- 
gests applying the designated driver 
concept to boating - one member of 
the party not drinking to operate the 
boat. However, it cautions, an in- 
toxicated person whether the opera- 
tor or passenger, is at risk on the 
water.

Since his death, Mrs. Mullins, one of Elba's most loved residents, continues to live in the home, The 
Mullins’ had four children: Bill married Sally Bentley and lives in Brundidge; Martha married Victor Taylor and 
Nee in Ozark; Katherine married Joe Brooks and lives in Montgomery; Patsy Pacanins lives in Venezuela, South

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Martin's enters 60th year of 
service to people of Elba area 


Whether it's called "Martin 
Mercantile" or simple "“Mar- 
tin's,"" one thing that has stayed 
constant for the past sixty-years is 
that in Elba, Alabama, there has 
been a store operated by the Martin 
family and that residents of Elba 
and the surrounding area have been 
able to purchase goods at af forda- 
ble prices! 

Martin's, now located on the 
square, in Elba, was first opened in 
1929 by Mrs. Irma Irene Martin 
and was located in the old Smith 
Brothers Store, in New Town. 


25 CENTS 


The area known as New Town 
was a bustling business district in 
the 1920's as merchants established 
businesses near the railroad tracks, 

Some of the businesses in opera- 
tion included Oswald Dowling Gro- 
cery, Shelby Morrow Grocery, 
Veal's Market, Brown's Mule 
Stable, a grist mill, three cotton 
gins, a blacksmith shop, two saw 
mills and the city water works. 

Martin's opened as a grocery 
store and remained across the 
tracks in New Town for eleven- 
months before moving to the

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“square” in the building that today 
houses the Elba Hardware. 

Dry-goods were added to the 
store's inventory after the move, but 
groceries were still the life blood of 
the store. 

"Back in those days when some- 
one wanted some groceries they 
would call you up and you would 
have to deliver," said Shorty Mar- 
tin, "no matter how big or small the 
order, I remember one time a lady 
ordered one spool of thread and I 
had to take it to her house. She 
didn't want the bag the spool was in 
and so I just threw it down after she 
took the order, By the time I got 
back to the store the lady had called 
fussing about me throwing the bag 
in her yard and I had to go all the 
way back to her house to get the 
bag.” 

Shorty and his older brother 
James both said they didn't remem- 
ber not being in a store, and both 
said they worked in the store from 
the time they could get off the pal- 
let in the back! 

Martin's moved to its present lo- 
cation in 1963 and began selling 
nothing but dry goods. 

"We bought two buildings on 
the corner and while we were wait- 
ing to move in they burned down," 
said James Martin. "After we re- 
built, we moved in and we're still 
here." 

While both James and Shorty 
admit that styles all repeat over the 
years, they will also admit that pric- 
es have changed. 

"T can remember when overalls 
were 75 cents and shirts were a 
quarter," added Shorty, "and also 
remember when you came in and

"Plans for land use, transpor- 
tation and other infrastructure 
needs not only will help the New 
Brockton area attract more busi- 
nesses and create more jobs, but 
also will help existing businesses in 
their efforts to expand and be more 
successful." 

The grant is administered by the 
Alabama Community Affairs’ Plan- 


ning and Economic Development 
Division and also will be used to 
devise plans for housing, public fa- 
cilities, recreational needs and in- 
tergovernmental coordination. 

"The quality of life for the city’s 
residents will be improved by this 
grant," Gov. Hunt said. "Plans for 
the use of recreational facilities and 
housing will make the areas more 
attractive to business developers 
and their families. 

"An area's whole quality of life 
is important in drawing industry, 
and creating jobs. These plans will 
help establish a foundation for a 
higher standard of living. 


The grant also helps fund a com- 
mercial redevelopment plan and 
provides for public participation 
and input into the entire plan devel- 
opment process. 

"Community input into the plan 
development process is essential to 
having a united front in helping ex- 
isting business, attracting new in- 
dustry and raising the area's stan- 
dard of living,” Gov. Hunt said. 

Including this grant, Gov. Hunt 
has awarded almost $2.9 million 
through ADECA alone to Coffee 
County since he took office in Jan- 
uary of 1987. 


New Brockton building to be dedicated as 
"Annie Mae Waters Senior Citizen Center" 


The New Brockton City Council 
met on Monday night, Aug.14, at 
City Hall and gave unanimous ap- 
proval to a suggestion that the New 
Brockton Senior Citizen Center be 
renamed the "Annie Mae Waters 
Senior Citizen Center," in honor 
of the center's director. 

Councilman Britt Lee told the 
other members of the council that 
Mrs. Waters had “put in countless 
hours of work establishing the cen- 
ter and making the center one of 
the finest anywhere in the state” 
and suggested that the center be re- 
named to honor her for the work 
she had done. 

Mrs, Waters, who was reported 
to be critically ill, had served as the 
center's director until the time of 
her illness, 

The council approved Lee's re- 
quest and agreed to ask the Senior 
Citizen's Advisory Council to also 
give its approval to the plan. 

Monday night's meeting began 
at 7:00 p.m., with all members 
present, and after the routine ap- 
proval of minutes and bills for pay- 
ment, heard Dan Presley report on 
a survey to be conducted in Coffee 
County. 

Presley, the county agent coordi- 
nator for the Coffee County Exten- 
sion Service, told the council that 
the extension service had numerous 
requests for economical develop- 
ment data concerning the county, 
but found that no such publication 
existed. 

He reported that a committee 
had been formed to discuss the 
need for such a study and it was 
agreed upon that a "Labor Survey" 
would be conducted countywide 
prior to the publication of the infor- 
mation in a booklet. 

"We are looking for something 
that the county can present as a uni- 
fied effort to show potential busi- 
nesses what Coffee County has to 


offer," stated Presley. 

The council agreed to select a 
chairman to. head up the volunteer 
effort in the city and also agreed to 
conduct the survey on August 18- 
19 from 1:00 - 6:00 p.m. and again 
on August 25-26 during the same 
hours. 

The survey will be conducted at 
a high traffic area in the city, with 
the site to be publicized. 

Mayor James Driskell  an- 
nounced that the city had been se- 
lected to receive a Community De- 


velopment Block Grant in the 
amount of $14,930. 

The city will match the grant, 
bringing the total to almost 


$30,000, and the grant will be used 
to aid low and moderate income 
households in the city. 

Mayor Driskell reported that the 
Senior Citizen Advisory Council 
had met recently and expressed 
concern over the health of Annie 
Mae Waters, the director of the 
center. 

Tt was stated that Mrs, Waters 
had approximately one-week of 
paid leave time still available and 
agreed to advertise a vacancy for 
the position after that time. 

Councilman Ralph Medley stat- 
ed that an aide presently employed 
at the center had been doing the 
work of the director since the direc- 
tor's absence and recommended the 
aide be paid for the actual work she 
was doing. 

The council agreed to supple- 
ment the pay of the aide to bring it 
up to the scale of the director, 
based on the salary the director 
earned at the implementation of the 
job. 

In other action at Monday 
night's meeting, the council: 

***was informed that the fire 
deparument had paid off a $3,500 
loan used for repairs on the fire 
truck; 


*#* was informed of vandalism 
at the ballfield to lights and locks; 

**+#heard an officer of the Ma- 
sonic Lodge praise the efforts of 
the fire department, 

*#*and, heard a request that a 
house trailer be allowed to be 
placed at a lot on McKinnon Street.
